OPA Acts To Correct 


Inequalities in Prices 

To “correct inequalities of present price controls diverting vege- 
tables” away from the southeastern markets to other markets where 
prices are higher, the regional OPA office announced yesterday a 
new list of price levels for all handlers, including retailers, effec- 
tive today, on fresh cabbage, snap beans, and peas. 

The order affects Virginia, the Carolinas, Georgia, Florida, Ala- 
bama, Mississippi and Tennessee, and is predicted to bring about 
an increase in supplies of local markets. 

These new prices are: cabbage, $5.85 per hundred weight (5.85 
cents per pound); snap beans, $5.75 per bushel (20.5 cents per 
pound); and peas, $4 per bushel (14.2 cents per pound). 

Retail dealers and all intermediate handlers, the OPA said, will 
compute their prices by using previously-set mark-ups which, in 
the case of the retailer, may not exceed 50 per cent on cabbage,

Grape Juice for Communion 


May Be Had by Churches 


The matter of obtaining grape juice for church communion serv- 
ices will now be handled by the ration boards on the same basis 
that they allow supplies to other institutional users. 

Allotments will be made to each church according to the amounts 
used during last December. 

If any institutional user was unable to apply for processed foods 
during the first period of registration, because the official forms 
just weren't available for them to fill out, they don’t need to worry 
any longer about having to do without their necessary supplies 
for April.

Use of A, B and C Stamps 
For Meat Explained 


Misunderstanding about meat rationing yesterday again reared 
its ugly head, and pushed Atlantans back just a little further in a 
fog of confusion. 

Many people, arriving at their butcher’s bright and early yes- 
terday morning with ration books fairly bulging with coupons, 
soon left the stores with ration books not bulging 
quite so much. 

Now this in itself 
trouble arose over the question of 
should have been torn out. 

It seems, from several reports to the Ration 
Counter yesterday, that several butchers were making 
the mistake of tearing out not just “A” stamps, but 
also “B” and sometimes ‘“‘C” coupons. This was a mistake because 
only ‘‘A” stamps are now valid. Of course, the butchers aren't to 
be blamed alone, because housewives should make it their busi- 
ness to know just how many points the different articles cost, 
and also find out just when each of her coupons is good. This 
makes a double check on the situation. 

If you happened to be one of these people who made this mis- 
take yesterday or the day before, you should go at once to your 
butcher’s and straighten the matter out with him. You will do 
this by giving him enough of your “A” stamps to cover the pur- 
chases you made, and then he should give you enough “A” stamps 
to make up for the ’’B” and “C” stamps which he had taken out. 


Only Clerk Has Righi 
To Tear Shoe Stamp 


Another reminder about buying shoes with your number 17 
coupons. 

Don't tear them out of your book and then expect to go to the 
store and buy shoes with them. Sorry, but it just won’t work. 
Only the clerk who makes the sale has the right to cut the coupons 
out of your books, because this is the only way to be sure that 
everyone uses only the stamps he’s entitled to. 

There is one very important exception to this regulation, though, 
which everyone should remember. Shoes may be purchased through 
the mail by tearing out the No. 17 coupon and sending it with the 
order to the store.

The American Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals has 
advised pet owners that despite ra- 
tioning “‘there is plenty left to pro- 
vide a sustaining diet” for their 
animals. 

The society’s bulletin said that

sudden change in diet of an ani- 
mal that has been long accustom- 
ed to a given type of food.” It rec- 
ommended that commercial pet 
foods be supplemented by moist- 
ening with pot liquors, water from 
cooked vegetables, and mixed with 
table scraps and with scrapings 
dishes in which meat is cooked. 

“It is not necessary to feed the 
high point cuts of meat to sustain 
animals in good condition for the 
duration,” the bulletin stated, add- 
ing that meat trimmings, Scraps 
and bones, and unusable portions 
of rabbit and poultry still were 
available.

Germans Lose 
3,000 Planes, 
Red Star Says 


1,200 Aircraft Reported 
Destroyed on Front 
in 43 Days. 

MOSCOW, March 30.—(4)—The 
army newspaper Red Star said to- 
day that German air force losses 
on the Russian front were 3,00 
planes by midwinter and that, 
from November 19, 1942, to last 
December 31, the Germans lost l1,- 
200 planes in the Stalingrad dis- 
trict alone. 

In additon to these totals, the 
army. paper said Russian , forces 
captured 700 planes, and January 
losses, increased the toll exacted 
by Russian defenses. 

Personnel losses and lack of | 
fuel, the paper continued, were | 
causing the German air force to 
go on the defensive in several sec- 
tors, reducing its operations. By 
day, the Germans were forced to 
use Messerschmitt 110’s which 
were described as inferior to Red 
army fighters. 

Red Star said German bombers 


operated at 4,000 to 5,000 feet, 
daring antiaircraft guns. It added 


that the Germans introduced a/| 


light bomber into the fighting in 
early January, trying to imitate 
Russian planes, and formed sev- 
eral squadrons of Focke-Wulf 58’s.

Protecting, Privilege 

That the resolve of the Southern Governors’ 
Conference to urge the south to seize politica! 
independence if present economic and politica! 
injustices upon this region are not remedied 
is already bringing results is evidenced by the 
remarkable statement of Governor Dewey, of 
New York, in which he urged the Interstate 
Commerce Committee not to be intimidated 
by “threats” of political action, in their 
decisions on the present hearings seeking ad- 
jJustment of railroad freight rates which have, 
for decades, been unfair to southern shippers. 

The action of the Governors’ Conference 
must contain potent force to bring such a state- 
ment, unwise and improper though it undoubt- 
edly was, from the governor of a state. New 
York, which is one of the chief beneficiaries 
from the freight rate inequity. 

As a matter of fact the attitude of the 
southern governors holds no political threat. 
It merely voiced the logical and wise decision 
of a section of the nation which has been held 
for three-quarters of a century in economic 
serfdom to the rest of the country to cease 
taking the injustice lying down and to assert 
its right to fair and equal treatment in a nation 
and an economy supposedly based on demo- 
cratic principles. 

The freight rates issue is only one of a 
lengthy list of economic and social injustices 
under which this section has long labored.

England and France, as the two 
non-Axis powers on the continent, stood by 
with no more than wordy protests as Hitler, in 
violation of solemn treaty obligations, absorbed 
one country or area after another. 

First it was the Saar region, which had 
been neutralized by the Versailles treaty. Next 
the Germans took Austria. Then Sudetenland, 
and later the whole of Czechoslovakia. 

There is little doubt that British and French

statesmen, in an effort to preserve peace, would have been willing 


to accede to Hitler’s demands for adjustment of the Polish prob- 
lem, had they been convinced that his designs extended no further 


than this. 

PLAIN PURPOSE But as Mr. Eden has said: “Hitler finally 
destroyed any possibility of illusion by his 

repeated violation of treaties, by his open repudiation of any rule 

but that of force. It was plain beyond argument that not Poland, 

not Europe itself, would satisfy his mad ambitions. His purpose 

was the conquest and domination of the world.” 

Looking backward over these events now, it seems strange that 
we did not see the symptoms of Hitler’s designs earlier and more 
clearly. We yielded to the temptation to preserve our own peace 
of mind by turning a deaf ear to the first warnings of danger that 
came from abroad.

ONE WORD MORE 


By RALPH McGILL. 
BY ONE WHO WAS THERE Having spent some three weeks 
with Mr. Leland - Stowe not 


quite two years ago and having learned to anpreciate him as a 
person and as a newspaperman, I went out to Emory University 
Monday night to hear him. 

Some of the things he said made me recall a statement which 
Dr. Spencer McCallie, of the McCallie schoo! 
in Tennessee, used to say to his classes when he 
had stated some great truth. 


“I wish,” he would say cheerfully, “I had 
that statement in type on a mallet and could 
hit each of you on the head with it.” 

I wish some of Mr- Stowe’s statements could 
be put on mallets and a lot of persons hit on 
the head with them. He spent a year and a 
half in Russia, leaving there last December. 

He said of Russia’s losses: 

“If every man in the American Army, Navy, 
Ma#ine Corps and Coast Guard were either 
killed, wounded or captured, that would be 
what Russia has already experienced.” 

He said of the siege of Leningrad: 

“Six and eight persons lived in rooms twice 
the size of your bathroom. There was no cen- 
tral heating. There was no gas. There often 
was no toilet facilities. 


“There was a lump of black bread a day and a sort of pottage 
which was like slop. The reason Leningrad didn’t fall was because 
the civilian population was living like that so the army could have 
food. It wasn’t much. But it was enough for them to fight on. 
“A million and a half persons lost their lives. Thousands died 


of starvation and diseases and cold. It was often 40 below zero. 
Families watched each other die. It was too cold to dig graves. 
The earth was frozen solid. Corpses were simply put away or 
covered up and lefé until spring. 

“That is why Leningrad held. 

“This Russian army,” he said, “is the first Russian army which 
has ever gone into battle well equipped, well shod with felt boots 
or good shoes. Yet it might be said they went in on the frozen 
feet and chilled bodies, the around-the-clock chill of the: Russian 
people at home. 

“That's why Leningrad held. 

“This country has shocked me on my return by debating about 
selective service and by quibbling déver petty sacrifices.” 
REALISM He talked of the postwar period in a manner which 

made me yearn to have it put on mallets. 

“I have found a lot of people, on my return, who are worried 
about what influence Russia will have in Europe after the war and 
whether or not the Red army will be used in an imperialistic 
manner. 

“Well, I think I can answer that. The Red army will not be 
used in an imperialistic manner for several reasons. One is that 
| Russia has too much to do at home. 
The Russian leaders know they must give the people something 
when the war is over. That ‘something’ can’t be more war. 


’ 


“As to the danger of other countries going Communistic, | think 
that depends a great deal on what this country and England does. 


“If Russia is to go ahead and do 85 to 90 per cent of the job of 
beating Germany, then it follows as the night the day that Russia 
will have a tremendous influence without the use of any army or 
agents. Her army will not be sent.into other countries to make 
them Communistic or ‘Red.’ Of that | am confident. England and 
the United States cannot expect to have any influence if they are 
not known to the peoples of Europe. 

“But to suggest that Russia will launch an imperialistic drive 
with her army does not make sense. We must, in my opinion, not 
fail to work closely with Russia, England and China when the war 
is done. If we do not, we will isolate ourselves, antagonize all 
the world, and make inevitable another war in which most of the 
forces would be against us or unsympathetic. 

“A peacetime trade competition from a nation which has most 
of the world’s oil, gold, platinum, manganese, and many other 
valuable minerals which we do not have, would be disastrous.” 

Stowe thinks that once the wear is

things from! us that enough work would be created to keep ali our 
factories busy for years after the war's end. 


This country did have an enormous trade with Russia before 
the war. Many cities had large percentages of their factories deal- 
ing entirely with manufactures for Russia. 


Stowe, who has spent 20 years traveling the world and seeing 
what goes on in it, believes that we are being very foolish to allow 
small evils to split the country when the big job is to win a war 
that must be won and isn’t won. He particularly criticized the 
Hearst press, the Chicago Tribune, and Westbrook Pegler for nar- 
row, selfish attitudes which ignore the real job and try to magnify 
evils which are small in comparison with the real job. 


Stowe is a calm individual, not given to uncontrolled enthusi- 
asms. He is a thinker. His deductions are not developed out of 
a book or the depths of a swivel chair, but out of the events he has 
seen across a span of more than two decades of watching history. 


Another Lesson For Beginners 


In Buying Life Insurance 
By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


It would require a book by a corps of experts to tell the whole 
story of life insurance, but the most important part can be told in 
few words. 

The cheapest insurance you can buy is ordinary life. But since 
your years of' high earning capacity are few, and you may lve on 
after your income has dwindled or stopped, the best cheap insurance 
is 20-payment ordinary life. | 

If you die the day after receiving your policy, your loved ones 
collect the full amount of it; if you live 20 years, you have the 
same sum laid by for them without making further payments. 

It is the poor man’s best and only way to make sure of leaving 
an estate for his family. 

Suppose you are a young man, and you buy $1,000 of ordinary 
life insurance, which costs $15 a year. (That figure is used only 
for illustration). 

The $15 covers the cost of the company’s risk and its cost of 
doing business. It is based on mortality tables and experience, plus 
a little margin for safety. In short, the company knows, by the law 
of averages, that $15 a year will pay for the risk it takes when it 
promises to pay your beneficiary $1,000 at the time of your death. 

Why, then, should other kinds of insurance cost more, and why 
should you buy a more expensive kind? 

The answer depends on what you desire when you buy insurance, 

If you are thinking only of your loved ones: if you desire pro- 
tection for them and nothing else, the cheap insurance is the best. 

If you aiso desire an “investment,” you must pay for it. The 
company has no magic way to give back more than you pay in. I? 
you buy an “endowment policy,” the money you pay in is returned 
to you at the end of 10 or 20 years, less the cost of the risk. 

The insurance company, like a bank, puts your money in bonds 
or lends it on real estate. You could profit more by buying the 
cheap insuragce and investing the saving yourself—if you would 
do it. 

Other expensive insurance has a high cash value and a high loan 
value. That sounds good, but still there is no Santa Claus. The 
high cash value does you no good whatever unless you give up your 
insurance, and thus leave your family without protection. And the 
high loan value is a snare. If you borrow, you are not borrowing 
from the company but from your widow—and thereafter you pay 
interest on your own money.

CHICAGO, Ill., Monday.—This afternoon I am speaking for 
the War Savings Bond Committee. All I have to do is to: con- 
gratulate them on the marvelous work they have accomplished, 
Selling only “E” bonds, they have managed to 
sell, for the past 40 days, a million dollars’ 
worth of bonds a day. This is a record which 
does not seem to require any stimulus. 

It seems as though god records are bein 
made everywhere. Earlier this month, I hear 
of a speaking engagement in Syracuse, N. Y., 
which was arranged by a lecture manager late 
in February. The lecturer, Cecil Brown, gave 
three lectures before he came to this evening 
lecture, which climaxed a bond-selling week 
where tickets were only obtainable through the 
sale of war bonds. - nad 

By their admissions alone, they raised $187,- © . ’ 

000 that night, and after his lecture 11 autographed copies of his 
book, “Suez to Singapore,” were auctioned off and brought a total 
of $102,000 in war bonds. One single copy brought a total of 
$100,000 in bonds. I think this is a pretty good record for a speaker 
in one evening. 

Perhaps one of the great factors in the comparative ease with 
which the bonds seem to sell, is the campaign carried on through 
very attractive posters which come out every month. I have just 
seen the one for April, by Alexander Brook. It is called, “Re- 
member Me? I Was at Bataan.” 

On Bataan Day at the Brooklyn, N. Y., Museum there is to be ~ 
an exhibition “Art for Bonds,” and the original painting for this 
particular poster will be the feature. April 9 will inaugurate s 
campaign for the selling of bonds in Brooklyn. 

Many of you will probably feel with me the strength and beauty 
of this poster, but also its grim horror. Some, I fear, will never 
forget our unpreparedness at Bataan and the men who paid the 
price. This is certainly a poster which few people will forget and 
which will lead to much discussion. I am sure it wil stimulate 
the buying of bonds. 

Have you seen the little publication of the National Committee 
on the Housing Emergency called “Tomorrow’s Town’? Il1 was 
much impressed in the summary of the British Uthwatt report. 
This report was made to the British parliament by a committee 
called “The Expert Committee on Compensation and Betterment,” 
of which Sir Augustus Andrewes Uthwatt is chairman. 

It is evident that no setup for the future development of land 
could be similar in the United States, but, nevertheless, the mere 
fact that a committee was appointed to consider the planning of the 
after-war housing and the proper use of land is vastly encouraging.
